Accused Burglar in County Jail Gives

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| BODY OF “SAMMY” 


ARRIVES AT NOON 


Chicago’s Victim of Taking of 
Vera Cruz on Way from 
New York. 


LIES IN CITY HALL TODAY, 


Buffalo, N. Y., May 12.—[Special.j—The 
body of Samuel Meisenberg, one of the Amer- 
ican soldiers killed in the taking of Vera 
Cruz, passed through Buffalo at 11 o'clock 
tonight en route to Chicago, the soldier’s 
former home. 

The coffin, draped with an American flag 
and covered with flowers, was in a special 
baggage car. The car was detached from 
the train at the station and the body trans- 
ferred to another special! car on a Lake Shore 
train leaving for the west at midnight. 

No ceremonies had been arranged for the 
transfer of the body here, but it was not 
without an interesting incident. A detach- 
ment of six men from the United States hos- 
pital corps at Fort Andrews, Boston, was 
waiting for the same train that was tocarry 
the body of Meisenberg to Chicago. 

The soldiers knew nothing of the presence 
of the body on the train until informed of it 
by railroad men. They laid aside their kits, 
and, walking up to the door of the car, raised 
their hands in salute and stood at attention 
for a few seconds. The hospital corps is 
bound for Vera Cruz. 


BODY ARRIVES AT 11:50 A. N. 

The body of Sammy Meisenberg will 
arrive in Chicago on a Lake Shore train at 
11:50 o’clock this morning. An escort of 500 
leading citizens of the city and state will 
meet the train and accompany the body to 
the city hall, where it will lie in state until 
8 o'clock this afternoon. A military band 
will head the escort. 

At the city hall the coffin will be placed in 
the center of the main corridor. The public, 
in two single files, will view the body. Ar- 
rangements have been made to care for a 
record breaking crowd. 


Funeral Plans Completed. 

Plans for the funeral have been completed. 
From the city hall the body will be taken to 
the undertaking rooms of Weinstein & Nier- 
man and in the evening will be taken to the 
Meisenberg home at 450 South Racine ave- 
nue. 
The funeral procession will be formed at 
Ogden and California avenues at 9:30 
o’clock tomorrow morning. Capt. Robert Y. 
Rhea of the Marine Corps will be grand mar- 
shal and will be assisted by Col. Milton J. 
Foreman, Col. August Miller, and Capt. H. 


Waiss. 
More than 1,000 representatives of the 


United States armed forces will be in the pro- 
cession. Heading the procession will be three 
squads of police—motorcycle, mounted and 
on foot. Then will follow a military band,

Capt. Rhea and an orderly, on horseback, 
will come next and the firing squad will fol- 
low. The hearse will follow behind the in- 
fantry, the Illinois naval reserves and the 
cavairy, and will be followed by the various 
civic bodies. Marines will bear the body. 


KEITH NOT GUILTY; 
SLEW ADMIRER OF 
WIFE WHILE INSANE 


Jury Holds Husband Has Re- 
covered Sanity Since Kill- 
Ing Welter Paul. 


PATTEN DEFENSE WINS OUT 


Wheat King’s Money-Paid Chemists 
for Expert Testimony on 
“Dream Story.“ 


VERDICT READ IN COURT AT 10 P. M. 


William Marshall Keith, dream slayer,“ 
was acquitted of the murder of Walter Paul, 
butcher boy, before Judge Walker at 10:30 
o clock last night. 

The process of reasoning whereby the jury 
arrived at the verdict worked out a novelty 
in jurisprudence. ' 

Keith’s defense was that his wife, Rose- 
bud, confessed to relations with the butcher 
boy and others, which affected his mind. 
Rosebud said their 16 year old daughter, 


Therma, was not safe from the butcher boy. 


and this so inflamed the father's brain that | 
and these only from Federal sources, but 


he went forth in a somnambulistic fit and 
was brought out from the trance by the | 
crack of his weapon which produced Paul's 
death. 


Insane Then; Sane Now. 

However, Keith contendeci—ana in this he 
was supported by seven Chicago alienists— 
the insanity has passed. He is perfectly 
normal now. 

This is the theory the jurors took with 
them when they retired at 5:20 in the after- 
noon. At 10 o’clock they reached the ver- 
dict. They found Keith to have been ineane 
on the morning of Oct. 16, 1913. However, 
thie would put him in the category of Harry 


Thaw, who was incare@rated in Matteawan 


for insanity. 
So the jury proceéded to find Mr. Keith 


sane now. The defendant, who had awaited 
the verdict in smiling confidence, thanked 
the judge, thanked the jury, and then went 
to a long distance telephone to thank his 
new found and tried friend—Mrs. James A. 
Patten. 


Patten-Paid Defense Wins. 

When penniless, in jail, not knowing where 
to turn, Keith had written out his story and 
mailed it to Mrs. Patten. It was the money 
of Mr. and Mrs. Patten and others which 
furnished the corner in alienists and the 
array of legal talent for the man’s defense. 

Mrs. Patten was informed of the jury's 
finding by THE TRIBUNE. She was connected 
by telephone wire with THE TRIBUNE office 
from the time the jury filed into the court 
room until the verdict was read. 

„Oh! Mrs. Patten said. I feel very 
glad. Insane at the time and sane now? 
That is all we can wish, isn’t it?” 

„How much did the trial cost? she was 
asked. 

“I haven't the remotest idea,“ Mrs. Pat- 
ten replied, accenting the adjective. “‘I am 
only delighted over the outcome.“ 


Wanted to See Justice Done, 

“Will you state what your interest in the 
triel was?” 

“Tt was purely that I didn’t want to see 
an injustice done a man.“ 

Mrs. Patten was informed thé jury was out 
four and one-half hours. 

I wonder why it took them so long? 
remarked. 

Jam pleased,” Mr. Patten said. “ There 
should have been no other verdict. Theonly 
doubt I had about the outcome was that 
the jury might find Keith was still insane.“ 


Keith Embraces Daughter. 

Keith's wife was not in court, but his 
daughter, for whose sake he said he had 
slain Paul, sat as if stunned when the ver- 
dict was read. It was a few minutes before 
Keith pushed his way through the crowd 
and embraced her. 

„I was so happy I couldn't move,” the 
daughter said. “I was quite paralyzed.” 

Keith made his way to Judge Walker. 

„I want to thank you for your kindness,” 
he said. I could almost see you were in- 
terested in me.“ 

“ Don’t thank me,” Judge Walker replied. 
„What are you planning to do?“ 

“I’m going back to the old home in Ala- 
bauma. And I want you to know I am the 
happiest man in the world.” 

“The verdict is a triumph for modern sei- 
ence,’ said Attorney George M. Popham, one 
of the counsel for the defense. The en- 
dence of the allienists was incontrovertible. 
And I want to say also that Mr. Patten had 
absolutely nothing to do with the employ- 
ment or pay of the experts, although he did 
pay for part of the defense. A number of 
Keith’s Masonic friends banded together and 
obtained the services of the alienists.” 


Jurors Agreed on Insanity. 

The jurors had little to say of the verdict 
and of how it was reached. They admitted 
they were agreed from the first that Keith 
was insane when he shot Paul, but a few 
doubted his complete recovery. 

The City News bureau reports three bal- 
lots were taken in all. The first, it was said. 
showed ten of the jurors favored acquittal, 
while two believed Keith should be sent to 
an asylum. 

Kaith later told a reporter for Tux TRis- 
une he had dreamed he would be acquitted. 

„ never have told any one what I felt 
after I shot Paul,” Keith continued. 
„ Bverything was confused after the flash, 
and I gradually seemed to be coming back 
to the world. A I think back on my thoughts 
at that time it seems to me I realized what 
I had done. 

Foresaw Acquittal in Dream. 
“Then I remember dimly there was «& 
glimpse of a courtroom, a jury, and an ac- 
quittal. Then things seemed to dlur more

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CONTINUE BATTLE 
TO GAIN TAMPICO 


Heavy Artillery Duel Kept Up 
All Day by Mexican 
Armies About 
Seaport. 


REBELS AT CITY LIMITS. 


Burning Oil from Wells and 
Tanks Adds to Gravity of 
the Situation in 
District. 


BULLETIN. 

Washington, D. C., May 12-—Bom- 
bardment of Tampico by Constitution- 
alist artillery, which began early to- 
day, was in progress at 9:30 o’clock 
tonight, according to a relayed wire 
less report to the navy department 
from Rear Admiral Badger. 

German and Dutch cruisers which 
had been in the river withdrew dur- 
ing the day.

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

Tampico, May 10, via Galveston, May 12 
—After a four days’ almost continuous artil- 
lery duel, the Constitutionalists under Gen. 
Pablo Gonzales have pressed closer on Tam- 
pico than they have been before. 

Reinforcements came to both sides after 
the rebel check on Friday, but the attack- 
ing force seemed to have the better of it 
in the matter of big guns. Since yesterday 
morning their cannon have been sounding 
clearer to the warships in the outer harbor 
and their shells are bursting in the outskirts 
of the city. 

Only meager reports come out to the ships 


they tell that the rebel guns have made a 
breach in the Federal fortifications six miles 
outside the city limits, running south from 
the Panuco river. 


Oil Tanks and Wells Burn. 

As a framework to the artillery picture 
is a long crescent of heavy black smoke 
on the horizon, which the Federals say are 
burning oil tanks and wells, set in flames 
by the rebels. The entire country, they 
say, to the north, west, and southwest, has 
deen devastated by the attacking commands 
and the inhabitants murdered. 

It is war to me end. it is added, and no 
neutrals are recognised on either side. 

From the same unomelal sources comes 
the report that the ten Americans marooned 
forty miles to the west of Tampico up the 
Panuco have been hilled. Rear Admiral 
Mayo has received this report, but as the 
launches which went up the river on Tues- 
day could not find them at the place men- 
tioned, it is not generally credited. 


May Make General Charge. 

Military observers believe the big battle 
will take place on Tuesday or Wednesday. 
If no rebel repulse comes in the meantime 
they will be near enough then to make a 
general charge. 

Gen. Igancio Morelos Zaragoza, the Fed« 
eral commander, announces that he is ready 
for it and is confident that the enemy will be 
driven back. 

All Mexicans who come out to the ships 
report that the loss of life has been heavy 
on both sides. They say that the rebel fire 
is accurate and deadly, but each time a 
breach has been made in the fortifications 
sandbags have been thrown in hastily and 
fresh troops come forward to defend them. 
Contrary to the Mexican custom, the night- 
fall does not mean the temporary cessat'on 
of hostilities, for all through the dark hours 
the boom of cannon comes out to the ships. 


Few Americans in Tampico. 

So far as Rear Admiral Mayo knows, only 
twenty Americans are in the city of Tampico, 
and these have refused to leave. Not only the 
United States, but the British, Germans 
and French have offered them safe passage 
to the ships and a haven of refuge witb a 
trip north, but they remain with their pos- 
sessions. 

There is no doubt that Rear Admiral Mayo 
and the comrvanders of the foreign war- 
ships will do anything to rescue any for- 
eigners who may be ashore now. Any at- 
tempt to get into communication with them 
by small boats is hazardous, because the river 
is strongly mined. 


Federals in Bad Position, 

If the Federais lose at Tampico, their situa- 
tion will be most critical. The advance of the 
rebels is a semicircle which ends to the east 
of the national railway going south towards 
the capital. They have cut the line, and this 
leaves the only avenue of escape almost due 
south and leads over a desert 100 miles long 
or more. 

There is hardly a water hole in that arid, 
sandy waste, and not a blade of grass for 
forage. 

One way out is towards Pachuca along the 
iahroad line and the other is towards Tux- 
pam, which is reported to have vapitulated 
te the rebels. It is out of the question for 
them to flee to the northwest towards Saltillo, 
for that city must fall itself when Tampico, 
its only source of supply, goes. That journey 
would mean a fight every inch of the way. 


BRITISH WARSHIP ON WAY. 
Washington, D. C., May 12.~The British 
government, whose nationals are heavily in- 
terested at Tampico, during the day ordered 
another warship to reinforce the British 
squadron in Mexican waters, the light draft 
cruiser Bristol receiving sailing orders for 


Tampico.

HUERTA CALLS 
TAKING LOBOS — 
AN ACT OF WAR 


Dictator’s Protest May 
Upset Plan for Medi- 
ation of Dispute. 


NEEDED TO SAVE LIGHT 


Navel Officers Explain Why 
Island Off Mexico 
Was Seized. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 

Washington, D. C., May 12.—(Special.j— 
President Wilson tonight faces the most 
sertoue situation he has yet confronted in 
the Mexican crisis. 

Huerta has informed the mediators he 
considers the seizure of Lobos — by 
the United States an act of war. He has 
demanded that the United States leave the 
island, and let the light on it remain dark, 
or he will withdraw from the mediation. 

Secretary Bryan sent an answer this aft- 
ernoon to the effect that the United States 
had not seized the island, but additional in- 
formation tonight forced him to admit that 
it was taken by force. The secretary told 
the mediators that the United States did 
not consider the act one of war, and under 
no circumstances would the light on the 
Lobos island lighthouse be allowed to remain 
dark. 

Letter Shows Force Used. 

The sudden turn was given the situation to- 
night when a telegram was received from 
Rear Admiral Badger stating that Len- 
tenant Commander Jeffers of the Fanning 
had forcibly taken from the lighthouse 
keeper, as the latter was departing from the 
island, certain parts of the machinery neces- 
sary to keep the light burning. 

Not only did Lieutenant Commander Jef- 
fers do this, but at the request of the light- 
keeper he gave him a letter saying he had 
taken these parts forcibly. The man asked it, 
he said, to protect himself from Huertas die- 
pleasure. 

The administration believes Huerta tricked 
Jeffers into this letter writing, for the first 
information the Washington government had 
of it came this afternoon following Secre- 


tary Bryan's denial of the forcible seizure 


when José Costellot, a Huerta agent, told the 
mediators Huerta had a letter from the 
American commanding officer admitting the 
seizure. 


Message Received from Badger. 

The mediators called on Secretary Bryan 
immediately for information on this subject. 
Rear Admiral 
with and replied thus: 

The only thing that could be construed: 
as an occupation of Lobos island was that 
the lighthousekeeper, when leaving the light, 
was prevented from taking away with him 
essential parts of the light machinery, and 
for the personal protection of the light 
keeper he was given by Commanding Ofticer 
Fanning a certificate that the light was 
taken by force. The operation of this light 
is considered of the greatest importance te 
all vessels on this coast. 


Huerta Ordered Light Darkened. 

As the issue now stands, Huerta ordered 
the Lobos island light keever to leave the 
island and to darken the light to embarrass 
the United States naval forces, just as he or- 
dered the light keepers on the west coast to 
darken their lights. 

The lighthouse keeper attempted to carry 
out instructions from Huerta, and was pre- 
vented by the United States. 

Huerta has informed the mediators he con- 
siders the prevention an act of war on the 
part of the United States. 

Secretary Bryan says it is not an act of 
war, but, whether it is regarded so or not 
by the mediators, the United States will not 
give up the island. 

This statement is regarded as a challenge 
to Huerta to show his hand. 

It is believed here the dictator will call off 
negotiations and accuse the United States 
of bad faith. 


Appeal to Latin America. 

It is apparent from the attitude of Huerta 
that he feels conditions in Mexico City de 
mand that he take strong action in order to 
appeal to the anti-American sentiment that 
prevails. It will be a great feather in his 
cap if the United States should disavow the 
action taken at Lobos island and admit that 
it has done wrong. 

Huerta now has three incidents to but- 
tress up his charge that the United States 
has not lived up to its agreement to suspend 
hostilities.

Congress is not going to walt for the presi- 


dent to request emerzency appropriatioas 
to mnance operations in Mexico. 
This was the inteiligence which filtered out 

of the caucus of house Democrats tonight. 
The caucus decided to limit the program 
ief legislation for this session to the consid- 
| eration of the trust bills and the appropria- 
tion measures. It refused to include consid- 
‘eration of prohibition, suffrage, and rural 
eredits. 
| Representative Underwood, the majority 
jeader of the house, brought in this program 
and put it through the caucus with the state- 
ment that it represents the wishes ot the 
president. who is intent upon an early ad- 


journment of congress. It will be the en- 
deavor to end the session early in July. 


Fitzgerald Induces Action. 
When the quesiion of the appropriation 
measures was being discussed, Representa- 
tive Fitagerald of New York, chairman of the 
appropriations committee, came in with an 
eleventh hour amendment providing that the 
program should call fot the immediate 
passage of an urgent deficiency appropria- 
tion bill. 
Under the ordinary procedure, the urgent 
deficiency bill would be the last of the supply 
measures passed. It would not be put through 
until the closing days of the session. 
Mr. Fitzgerald explained, however, that 
there were reasons for giving the urgent de- 
ficiency appropriation bill the right of way 
at this time over all other bills voting money 
to the government. 
The plan of giving the urgent deficiency 
bill thia right of way was not considered 
when Representative Underwood made up 
the program he presented to the caucus. 
The report from the caucus was that .‘liz- 
gerald’s unexpected action was the result 
of a conference of the president and nis 
advisers this evening. The decision to put 
the emergency appropriation measure ahead 
of ali else in the house is said to be based 
upon the increasing seriousness of the situa- 
tion In Mexico. 


Passage Next Week, Aim. 
Representative Fitzgerald said the urgent 
deficiency bill would be framed this week and 
reported to the house for immediate passage 
next Monday. It is the plan to rush it through 
both houses next week. 
The bill will call for one of the largest 
emergency appropriations in recent years. It 
will include all the items desired by the army 
and navy for operations in Mexico.

Dissatisfaction Based on Report 


by. Accountants and Opin- 
fon of Lawyers. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 


Mayor Harrison says he desires the re- 
moval of Bion J. Arnold and George Weston 
from the board of supervising engineers. He 
is willing to assume the credit or blame of 
shoving Weston off the board. His power 
to do that is not questioned. He wants the 


city council to take the responsibility of oust- 
ing Arnold. 
Mr. Weston is the city’s representative on 


the board. Mr. Arnold is chairman—the ar- 


bitrator between the city and the companies. 
He has been consulting engineer on traction 
subjects for a score of cities in this country 
and for two Canadian municipalities. His 
reputation, therefore, in electric street rail- 
roading is more than national. These two 
men, Arnold and Weston, have supervised 
the rehabilitation of the surface lines in Chi- 
cago, costing more than $60,000,000. 

Now their services are not satisfactory in 
the opinion of the mayor. 


Wants a Fighter for City. 

Jam seriously considering a successor to 
Mr. Weston,” said Mr. Harrison. “I don't 
think his retirement will injure the inter- 
ests of the city. A city representative should 
fight as vigorously for the city as does Mr. 
Fleming for the company. 

“If I had the same power over Mr. Arnold 
that I have over Mr. Weston I would follow 
the course with Mr. Arnold I am pursuing 
with Mr. Weston.“ 

It remains to be seen whether the mayor 
will decide finally to select a successor to 
Weston and pick the man before the council 
acts on Mr. Arnold. 

The mayor said his attitude is based on 
the report of Barrow, Wade, Guthrie & Co.. 
expert accountants, who have investigated 
the financial affairs of the City Railways 
company, and on the opinion of Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Charles M. Haft and 
John W. Beckwith. 


Opinion Based on Report. 

The opinion of the lawyers is based exclu- 
sively on the report of the accountants. The 
lawyers point out that if this or that repre- 
sentation of the accountants is true, then the 
supervising engineers are guilty of a fail- 
ure to perform their duties in good faith, 
are “recreant to the trust imposed,“ are 
“ derelict in duty,” and have sent a false 
certificate’ to the controller,” which is “a 
fraud upon the city.“ 

In one instance the lawyers intimate the 
board made an incorrect ruling which may 
give the companies $1,800,000 to which, it ij 
alleged, they are not entitled. 

The report oz the accountants was made on 
orders from the mayor. The opinion of the 
city lawyers was in response to a demand 
by the city council. Both the report and 
optnion have been referred to the local trans- 
portation committee, which will have a meet- 
ing this afternoon. 


Board Invites Two. 

The board of supervising engineers has 
invited the city controller and Mr. Beckwith 
to attend the session of the board tomorrow. 

“I don't know what the board can say 
about the several points made in the opinion 
of the law department,.“ commented the 
mayor. To my mind they indicate a plain 
violation of the terms of the 1907 ordinance.” 


Westons Comment on Mayor. 

Asked to comment on the mayor's inter- 
view, Mr. Weston replied: 

I do not wish to pass judgment on any ac- 
tion the mayor may or may not take. He 
has an undisputed right to reqest my resigna- 
tion. His sense of justice will guide him in 
whatever he may decide to do. How faith- 
fully and honestly I have performed my 
duties for the city may be easily and quickly 
determined. I secured a copy of the ac- 
countants’ report yesterday for the first 
time, and all excepting two of the ques- 
tions raised were disposed of in the traction 
ordinances or have been pending decision by 
this board. There is no justification for the 
charge of wrongdoing.” 

Mr. Arnold said he had obtained a copy of 
the report of the accountants and wasexam- 
ining it. He added he had found nothing to

Merriam’s proposed amendment to the rules 
which would prohibit all aldermen from 
“job seeking.“ It was defeated in the last 
council, and the Coughlin-Powers forces won 
the first skirmish this time, rallying a ma- 
jority of the committee in support of their 
motion to place the amendment on file.

No Axes on Train; Women and 
Men Tardily Dug Out of 
the Debris. 


The Chicago and Northwestern Elevated 
Railroad company operates wooden passen- 
ger cars of light construction. The Chicago 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad, which owns 
the Northwestern right of way, operates 
gome steel flat cars on a parallel track. 

Yesterday a steel flat car tried to run on 
the same track with an elevated train.

The accident happened at Ardmore street, 
in Edgewater. Men wo king on track eleva- 
tion — a safety measure — completed, or 
thought they had completed, a switch from 
the freight track to the passenger track. 


Trains Crash at Switch. 

Something broke when a southbound 
Evanston-Jackson Park express train and a 
freight train running in the same direction 
met at the switch. There was a tearing 
gound, and a minute later six police am- 
bulances were bearing off the wounded. 
Although the elevated trains carried no 
tools for emergency and had to depend on 
coal picks from a neighboring coal yard, the 
failure of the cars to catch fire made an 
accident of what might have been a tragedy. 
The wooden car was reduced to kindling 


wood. 
Coa] Man to the Rescue. 

Lawrence Ferguson, president of the Fer- 
guson Coal company, was the first in the 
rescue work. 

“Where's an ax?” he demanded of the 
trainmen, who were helpless because the 
doors of the wrecked car were jammed. 
There was none and Mr. Ferguson, fearing 
fire, rushed to his coal yard. - 

He and the trainmen easily demolished 
what was left of the car and began carrying 
bleeding passengers from the wreckage. 
They used rettan car seats instead of 
stretchers. Ten persons were carried to the 
ooal offices and to the apartments of Mrs. 
Jennie Owens and Mrs. B. C. Cook, at 1108 
Ardmore street.

The liquor men will be in session several 
days, not far from the capitol, and their 
leaders are confident that when they leave 
Washington the prohibition measure will 
be doomed to an early defeat in the house, 
where the resolution now is pending. 

The wet contingent was greatly en- 
couraged by the intelligence, which spread 
through the lobbies of the hotel shortly 


before midnight, that the Democratic caucus | 


had refused to place the Hobson resolution 
on the program of legislation to be passed 
at this session. The liquer men are confi- 
dent that the Democratic leaders may be re- 
lied upon to prevent a vote on the question 
in accordance with this program. 


“Aged in Wood” Interviews.

POSTOFFICE RECEIVES FIVE 
NEW DESIGNS IN STAMPS. 


Seven and Nine Gent Denominations 
Are Called Forth by Demands of 
Parcel Service.

Five new designs of postage stamps made 
their frat appearance in Chicago yesterday. 
Two of them are of entirely new demnomi- 


nations. They are 7 and 9 cent stamps. The 
three others are of 12, 20, and 30 cent de- 
nominations. 

The 7 and 9 cent stamps were called forth 
as a result of the parcel post, which fre- 
quently requires odd denominations on par- 
cels. All the new stamps may be used on 
any class of mail. 

The 7 cent stamp its black and bears a 
silhouette of the head of George Washing- 
ton. The four other denominations bear a 
silhouette of the head of Benjamin Frank- 
lin. The 9 cent stamp is pink, the 12 cent 
maroon, the 20 cent light blue, and the 30 
cent vermilion. 

A consignment of 38,600,000 of the new 
stamps was received at the main postoffice. 
There were 400,000 of the 30 cent stamps 
and 800,000 each of the other denomina- 


tions.

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OF FINDING |REDMOND GIVES 


ASQUITH THREAT 


Warning of Split Between Lib- 
erals and Nationalists Comes 
Up in the Commons, 


IRISH HOME RULE CAUSE. 


Prime Minister Declares Measure | 


Is to Be Amended; Carson 
Still Defiant. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

LONDON, May 12.—[Gpecial.)—John E. 
Redmond, leader of the Irish Nationalists. 
created a sensation in the house of commons 
tonight by leunching a serious warning to 
the government. 

Referring to Premier Asquith’'s declaration 
in the house earlier in the day, that the gov- 
ernment would introduce an amending, bill 
to the Irish home rule measure in order to 
pave the way for an agreement between the 
parties. after which the original bill and the 
amendment would be passed at the same 
time, Mr. Redmond said: 

“Tf the hopes of peace are to be realized 
the best course would be by an amending bill, 
but the premier announces that even if the 
efforts to bring about a peaceful settlement 
fail he will introduce an amending bill. 


Calls Decision Serious. 

“That is a moet serious decision, and I 
cannot commit myself to the approval of 
such a course, nor to the announcement 
thereof, while the peace parleys are supposed 
to be going on and when there is still hope of 
a peaceful settlement. 

I hope that if an amending bill is intro- 
duced it will be for the purpose of making 
effective an agreement that has been reached 
between the parties, but if an amending bill 
is introduced after the failure to reach an 
agreement, I hold myself absolutely free to 
deal therewith.” 

Premier Asquith's statement came as a 
complete surprise. The Nationalists were 
greatly perturbed ober his declaration and 
the opposition was equally dissatisfied. It 
contends that the government's promise of 
an amending bill is an admission that the 
original bill was defective, but the govern- 
ment at the same time refuses to disclose the 
nature of the amendments. 


Speaker Has to Intervene. 

Arthur Balfour, the former Unionist lead- 
er, had a hot exchange of words with Chan- 
-ellor of the Exchequer Lloyd-George over 
his point, during which the Unionist mem- 
vers were obstreperously indignant, and the 
speaker had to intervene to restore order. 

The situation has unquestionably been 
complicated, if not profoundly changed, by 
Mr. Asquith’s announcement. Sir Edward 
Carson, the Ulster leader, was questioned 
as to what his attitude would be in view of 
the announcement by Mr. Redmond. He re- 
plied: 

Mr. Redmond may repudiate the pro- 
posed amending bill as much as he likes, I 
am as determined as ever in my opposition 
to the home rule bill. I have telegraphed to 
Belfast tonight, ‘ Redouble your efforts.’ We 
are going to keep our powder dry and pre- 
pare for the worst.“ 


FARM CREDITS BILL IN HOUSE; 
NO ACTION AT THIS SESSION. 


Caucus Eliminates Measure from Pres- 
ent Program—Wilson Opposes It in 
Its Present Form. 


Washington, D. C., May 12.—After pro- 
longed hearings by a congressional subcom- 
mitteee, the rural credits bill, designed to 
relieve financial conditions in agricultural 
sections, was introduced today in both sen- 
ate and house. In its present form it is said 
the bill will lack administration support. 

President Wilson is understood to object 
to that section of the measure providing for 
purchase of rural credit system bonda by the 
government, in that it practically would 
amount to a loan of $50,000,000 a year. 

Senators Owen and Hollis of the senate 
currency committee spent nearly two hours 
with President Wilson at the White House 
tonight discussing rural credits legislation. 
They went into all of the details of the bin 
introduced today and learned the presi- 
dent’s views on the subject. 

At the time they had not learned of the 
action of the house Democratic caucus in 
eliminating rural credits from the program 
for the remainder of the session.

CHRISTIAN H. HANSON DIRS: 


Former Danish Consul Served 
Here Ten Years. 


REPLACED BY PAID OFFICIAL 


Retirement Caused by Change in the 
Department Rules. 


Christian H. Hanson, Danish consul for 


Chicago from 1898 t@ 1908, died yesterday at 


his residence, 522 Suff street, in his 73d year. 

Mr. Hanson came to this country from Den- 
mark in 1852, He founded a stamp and stencil 
establishment in Chicago about 1866 and con- 
tinued as its active head until he took up the 
duties of consul. He served throughout the 
civil war in the Third New York Volunteers 
as a private. 

His retirement as consul was caused by 
the change in system adopted by the Danish 
foreign department, which in 1908 sent sal- 
arled men to important cities to replace those 
who had been rendering gratuitous service. 

In 1908 he was honored by King Frederick 
with the Order of Dannebrogemand. He had 
been four years previously given the cross of 
the Ancient Order of Dannebrog. 

He was treasurer of the Hans Christian 
Andersen Monument association, which 
erected a statue by Gelert to the writer of 
fairy tales in 1896. He also was a director of 
the old Western State bank.

FAIR STATEMENT URGED. 


Ruling Applies Only to Goods 


Which Figure in Interstate 
Commerce. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Washington, D. C., May 12.—[Special.J— 
Manufacturers and packers of foods sold in 
packages and bottles henceforth will be re- 


quired to state upon the label or wrapper the 
net weight or volume of the contents. 


The department of agriculture issued today 
the regulations which are to be in force on 


Sept. 3. 


Provides for Plain Statement. 
The department statement follows: 
“The regulations require that the manu- 
facturer of foods shall plainly mark all pack- 


ages, bottles, and other containers holding 
more than two ounces avoirdupois or more 


than one fluid ounce, to show the net weight 
of the contents. 

The measure must be stated in avoirdu- 
pois pounds and ounces, United States gal- 
lons, quarts, pints, or fluid ounces, United 
States standard bushels, half bushels, pecks, 
quarts, pints, or half pints. The contents 
by a like method may be expresed in terms 
of metric weight or measure. 

“The quantity stated on the container 
must represent the actual quantity of food 
exclusive of wrappings and container. 


Accurate Information Sought. 

“In the case of certain articles the con- 
tents may be stated by numerical count, pro- 
vided such numerical count gives accurate 
information as to the quantity of food in 
the package. Under this requirement it 
would not be enough to state that a package 
of candy contained twenty-four cream pep- 
permints, as candies vary in size and this 
would not be a statement of the actual quan- 
tity of candy in the package.

LIMITED POWERS GIVEN. 


Voluntary Conciliation the Aim; 
Colorado Assembly Pushes 
Compulsory Measure.

Washington, D. C., May 12.—[Special.J— 
The United States commission on industrial 
relations shortly will urge congress to pass 
a measure creating a national board of me- 
diation and conciliation to deal with all 
strikes and lockouts that seem likely to in- 
volve the federal government in any of its 
capacitics. 

A tentative draft of a mearure, which will 


de sent to congress with the commission's 


approval, has been drawn by its legal staff. 
The bill provides strictly for voluntary con- 
ciliation and expressly denies to the board 
any compulsory powers of arbitration or pro- 
hibition of strikes or lockouts. In this re- 
epect it avoids all conflict over any question 
of state or interstate jurisdiction. 

Another section provides a plan for co- 
operation with state boards of mediation 
where such exist. There is also a plan for 
joining with such boards in settling disputes 
where. one or the other is not regarded as 
sufficient. 

Chicagoans Figure in Action. 

The draft of the bill was made asa result of 
the recent hearing on the settlement of labor 
disputes at which Frank Peabody and Jo- 
seph Schaffner of Chicago figured promi- 


nently.

in. All of these strikes involved interstate 
shipment of gunmen and strikebreakers. 

A precedent for a federal commission is 
found in the anthracite coal strike commis- 
sion of 1902, which settled the great strike 
in Pennsylvania. It is pointed out that all 
efforts at conciliation in recent strikes have 
failed and that if the federal government be 
compelled to intervene after matters have 
reached a crisis it is advisable that ‘he gov- 
ernment should have a permanent board, 
representing the entire nation and having 
the confidence of both employers and em- 
ployés, to intervene at the very inception of 
such disputes. 


Push State Arbitration Bill. 

Denver, Colo., May 12.—The house today 
passed on third reading the bill for a consti- 
tutional amendment giving the assembly au- 
thority to enact a law for compulsory arbi- 
tration of industrial digputes. The vote was 
50 to 9. A similar bill is before the senate 
for final reading. 

The general court martial called by Adjt. 
Gen. John Chase on recommendation of the 
military commission that invéstigated the 
Ludlow battle and fire of April 20 will con- 
vene tomorrow morning at the state rifle 
range near Golden. 

The court is authorized to try all officers 
and members of the Colorado National guard
